The country is in no mood to give 


Mr. Roosevelt sole authority over 
America's man-power. Because of 
his assumption of arbitrary power, 
and his delegation of that power lo 
subordinates, we have been faced 
constantly in this war with the 
curious paradox of one law for 
Americans who are on government 
pay in uniform, and another law 
for Americans who are on govern- 
ment pay in war plants. 


Penalties would be swift and 


severe for soldiers who mutinied. 
Bui no penalties at all have been 
carried out a g a i n s t war-plant 
workers who walked off their jobs, 
although their status is identical 
with thai of soldiers excepl for Ihc 
color of Iheir dress.

But one thing is certain; We have

It 
is the only completely just and 
secure position for a representative 
democracy.

100 Fortresses 
Raid Bases in 
Messina, Sicily

June 2(1 — {/p)_ More than 
100 Flying Fortresses, striking in 
their greatest raid of the Mediter- 
ranean war. hit the vital straits 
city of Messina in eastern Sicily 
yesterday and kicked up 
such a 


huge cloud of fire and smoke that 
the entire target area 
was 
ob- 


scured at the end of Ihc 18 - minute 
attack. 


Rivaling the Fortresses' atlack 


on Messina, essential in the rail 
and ferry links with the Ilalian 
mainland, the RAF's 
Wellingtons 


roared over Olbia in Northern Sar- 
dinia the preceding night and start- 
ed at least seven fires and a big 
explosion in the port area, 
near 


the railway station and among mil- 
itary 
installations 
and" ammuni- 


tion dumps. 


Describing the American allack 


on Messina, an official report said 
"the port area and 
marshalling 


yards were thoroughly smothered 
by bomb bursts and when the last 
raider attacked there was so much 
smoke and dust that further obser- 
vation of damage was impossible."

Attacking without fighter protec- 


tion, the B-17s met extremely vio- 
lent opposition from enemy inter- 
ceptors as well as intense anti-air- 
craft fire.

Washington, June 25 — (fi>)— The 


whirlwind enactment of the anti- 
strike bill over President 
Roose- 


velt's veto today prompted Repub- 
lican assertions that there would be 
no fourth term and-^covnter con- 
tentions that the action should not 
be considered a reflection on the 
executive. 


Elated at the result of Senate 


and House votes overriding the 
velo, Senator 
Wherry 


told reporters; 
(R-Ncb.) 


"This is the first concrete evi- 


dence lhat there will be no fourth 
term." 


The president's veto of the meas- 


ure, also provoked sharp criticism 
from members of his own party 
with Senator Byrd (D-Va.) assert- 
ing the action was laden with pol- 
itics. 


The veto was not the act of 


Fj-anku'n Roosevelt, 
commander 


in chief of the Army and Navy in 
time of a desperate war," Byrd 
declared. "It was 
the 
fact of 


Franklin Roosevelt, candidate for 
re-election to a fourth term 
as 


president of the United Slates." 


On the other hand, Senator Pep- 


per (D-Fla.), who voted to over- 
ride the veto in the Senate, said 
he thought Congress' action 
ex- 


pressed only a bi-Partisan deter- 
mination to prevent further strikes 
in war industries such as the coal 
walkouts. 


"This is a national issue and not 


a political issue," 
Pepper 
de- 


clared. "Congress is determined to 
prevent strikes and 
if this 
bill 


doesn't do it, it will enact future 
and more drastic measures." 


Pepper said thai while the pres- 


ident's veto obviously was pleasing 
lo leaders or organized labor who 
demanded such a course be taken, 
he fell that it ought not to be nec- 
essary for the president to demon- 
strate that "he is 
labor's 
best 


friend." 


Pepper said pressure from mem- 


bers of the armed forces and their 
relalivcs had a hand in Congres- 
sional determination to take action 
on the strike question.

eral lenor of opinion in labor cir- 
cles was thai the act is unrealistic 
and can not cope with spontaneous, 
"wildcat" walkouts. The 
impulse 


was to have every union immed- 
iately upon opening 
negotiations 


with an employer, give notice to 
the government of a threat to war 
production 
and thereby obtain a 


strike vote in 30 days. The NLRB, 
charged with conducting such elec- 
tions, probably would nol be able 
to provide machinery to cope with 
a widespread campaign of that na- 
ture. 


Another immediate impulse 
in 


labor circles was to quit the Wai- 
Labor Board. The cooler 
heads 


thought that was the least likely 
development, although the act it- 
self raised a question whether the 
labor members of the WLB could 
participate in certain cases. 
The 


bill disbars members from parti- 
cipatng in any decision "111 which 
such member, has a direct interest 
as an officer, employe, or repre- 
sentative of either party to 
the 


dispute." 


This might 
create a 
situation 


where AFL members could parti- 
cipate only where a CIO union was 
involved, and vice versa. However, 
the board may interpret it to mean 
that a board member who also is 
a member of the Electrical Work- 
ers' 
Union, for instance, could not 


participate in a case involving the 
electrical workers' union, but could 
participate in a case affecting any 
other union, whether it is an AFL 
or CIO affiliate. That is tho cur- 
rent policy. 


One section of the act provides

Anti Strike Bill 
Veto Overrode; 
Sudsidy Plan Out 


—Washington 


Washington, June 24 —(/P)— Con- 


gress, in a stunning reversal of 
President Roosevelt, put 
Ameri- 


can war production today 
under 


the whiplash of an anti-strike law 
so stringent union 
leaders 
pro- 


claimed it a "major 
disaster." 


Republicans saw in it a blow to 
the administration 
and resentful 


coal miners exploded in a new re- 
volt. 


Whirlwind action on the 
Con- 


nally-Smith - Harness bill forced 
the long - awaited issue yesterday. 


Anti-climax set in today and with 


it came doubt and confusion on the 
full effects of the law, how it could 
be applied to the thing that 
in- 


spired it — the coal walkouts — 
and a certain amount of fear as to 
the ultimate reaction at the work 
benches of the "arsenal of dem- 
ocracy.".. 


Attention focuesd on the coal 


fields where 250,000 miners—about 
half the total — had failed to re- 
turn to work despite orders from 
John L. Lewis and his United Mine 
Workers (UMW) ending the recent 
walkout, the third in seven weeks. ' 
On lop of that, passage of the law 
was followed immediately by fresh 
strikes by 20,000 more miners. 


Mr. Roosevelt touched off a mo- 


mentous day when he vetoed the 
anti-strike law as more likely to 
foment labor troubles than to set- 
tle them. Except 
for 
the coal 


strike, he insisted labor ha.d kept 
its no-strike pledge since Pearl 
Harbor. 


With speed unequalled in recent 


years, the Senate and the House 
promptly overrode his veto 
to 


make law the measure providing 
fines and imprisonment for persons 
instigating;.or,, a.i'din'g .'{wartime" 
strikes in government - operated 
industries, and 
outlawing 
stop- 


pages in other war plants without 
a ballot of the workers. The law 
also broadens the powers of 
the 


War Labor Board (WLB). 


So rapid and unexpected was the 


congressional action that the Jus- 
tice Department was 
unprepared 


to say how it would proceed to en- 
force the new law. 


Nor was there any pronounce- 


ment from the War Labor Board' 
concerning its plans now that 
it 


was given power to force the at- 
tendance of 8 witnesses. 
Lacking 


subpoena authority in the past, the 
board steadfastly had been ignored 
by President Lewis of the UMW in 
its handling of the coal wage con- 
troversy. 


On one subject there was general 


agreement — it was the sharpest 
congressional rebuff handed 
the 


president since the supreme court 
reorganization bill was junked 
in 


1937. 
It followed by just a week 


preliminary House rebellion which 
saw the administration's price roll-

vation of this invaluable material 
—we must maintain storage of oil 
in the ground," he said as

This contention is 
based on the law's requirement that 
WLB decisions shall conform to the 
provisions of the National Labor 
Relations act, (NLRA) specifically 
Ihe clohcd shop provision. 


War Labor Board members do 


not consider that the act. circum 
scribes them at all on the subject 
of maintenance of 
membership 


The issue whether such orders vio- 
late the NLRA was raised undci 
the old National Defense Mediatioi 
board. The general counsel of the 
NLRB ruled they did not. WLB 
sources say the circumstances are 
unchanged, but the act may pro- 
vide a basis for court challenges.
